f bine long awaited award-designs for small 
houses in the competition sponsored by the 
Ideal Homes Magazine and the Royal Institute 
of British Architects have been published in 
book form.! The private individual and spec 
builder now have the opportunity of choosing 
any of the 30 dwellings picked by the assessors? 
from a competition entry of just over 1,500 
designs by chartered architects; and they may 


buy the quarter-scale working drawings for 
the modest sum of £15 (repeat dwellings, 
£8.0.0 a time). 

It will be seen from a study of the designs 
in the book, a selection of which is published 


in this issue, that the choice is a wide one; the 
price range indication from £1,900 for semi- 
detached types to about £4,500 for single 
dwellings, the maximum price imposed by the 
rules of the competition. 

Two, rather obvious, but most important 
matters which arise in connection with these 
designs concerns their siting and the quality of 
building. A number of the designs will need 
most careful grouping and landscaping if they 
are to look their best; in many cases, good 
results will only be achieved if the choice of 
materials, colour of brickwork and pointing, 
finish of timber, colour of paintwork, and 
other matters of that kind are tastefully con- 
sidered and a high standard of workmanship 
in building finish is obtained. 

It is to be hoped that on sites where these 
designs are used en masse or where individual 
houses are sited on difficult ground, pro- 
fessional advice will be sought locally from

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architects. Such advice should be a worth- 
while investment too in situations where alter- 
ation in building construction or modification 
to the plans are needed to meet the require- 
ments of local authorities for planning or by- 
law approval, or to meet the demands of a 
building society, perhaps in order to obtain 
improved mortgage terms. 

To judge from the illustrations in the book, 
it would appear that the construction of some 
dwellings may not be as straightforward as the 
standard specification of the House Builders’ 
Registration Council. Their inspectors will 
need to be vigilant, for competent building is 
obviously the backbone to the scheme’s success. 

Problems may arise as the venture gets under 
way. Will designs be tampered with to avoid 
copyright? Who takes responsibility if a house 
proves unsound, and the builder, if he is not a 
registered house-builder, blames the drawings? 

President R.I.B.A. Basil Spence, in a fore- 
word to the book, hopes the designs “‘will act 
as pace-setters in improving the design and 
estate development throughout the country”. 
That is the main point. A start has been made; 
and if the scheme succeeds in stirring up 
awareness to better design, besides offering, 
as it does, a badly needed service to the public, 
architecture and all architects stand to gain in 
the long run. But, short-term, hardship may be 
felt by some architects in the provinces. If that 
happens, what is the R.I.B.A., one of the 
sponsors of the scheme, going to do to help 


them?

THE SMALL HOUSE COMPETITION 
EXHIBITION AT THE B.C. 


In spite of the fact that every available inch of wall 
space and a maze of tightly packed screens have been 
covered with drawings, it has only been possible to 
show about 600 of the small house schemes at a time. 
The remainder are kept in folders. Each day a new 
lot is put up so that every drawing gets an airing. The 
Ideal Home Magazine and the R.I.B.A. are to be con- 
gratulated on the outcome of this competition. At last 
we have a book of reasonable designs for small houses. 
The fact that the book is backed by a service for 
supplying working drawings at £15 a set is an added 
advantage of some importance. With any luck 
at all the scheme should have a very considerable 
effect on the standard of small house building in the 
country. As it stands, however, it will not solve all 
the problems. Building plots are becoming more and 
more difficult to find and their price is going up 
accordingly. Where builders are developing land and 
wish to use one or more of the designs, everything 
will depend on the layout of the site. Spec builders 
are not usually very good planners and the result of 
building an estate using half a dozen different types 
from among the prizewinners might easily produce 
some, to say the least, bizarre effects. The book con- 
taining the thirty prize-winning designs sells at 15s. 
The drawings are clear but some of the perspectives 
are angular and unsympathetic, if not misleading. On 
the whole I think the assessors have chosen well, for 
there are designs for all tastes within reason. If visitors 
to the exhibition prefer one of the also-rans they can 
select from among a wide field of near misses, archi- 
tectural throw-backs and a sprinkling of atom-day 
adventists. As might be expected, there are some 
eccentric designs. These provide a touch of humour, 
but there are also a number of designs of such poverty 
of thought and which display such ignorance of the 
most elementary principles of planning that one is 
physically shocked to find that they were designed 
by qualified architects. 

Opening the exhibition, Mr. David Woodbine 
Parrish, president-elect of the N.F.B.T.E., spoke of the 
merits of the National House Builders’ Registration 
Council scheme of inspection and welcomed the 
initiative of the organizers in bringing well-designed 
houses within the reach of all. Mr. Hubert Bennett, 
hon. treasurer of the R.I.B.A., and chief architect to the 
L.C.C., also welcomed the scheme and mentioned that 
it had been estimated that 90 per cent of the buildings 
submitted to local planning authorities would reduce 
the standard of architecture rather than improve it. 

The exhibition will remain open until September 26. 
Fifteen of the winning designs are to be built in various 
parts of the country and the C.o.1.D. has undertaken 
to furnish them with the help of experts and local 
traders. Margaret Casson is in charge of the scheme. 

I have heard very unfavourable. reports of the way 
in which the B.B.C.’s Panorama programme treated 
the competition. Apparently the whole point of the 
scheme was missed and valuable minutes were wasted 
talking in a not at all well informed way about the 
price of building plots and the intricacies of building 
by-laws. 
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THE RADIO SHOW 


Even taking into consideration that I have not yet 
had a holiday, that I don’t much care for Earls Court 
as as building and that I hate gawping crowds, | still 
think that I detected a considerable falling off in the 
standard of exhibition design at the Radio Show. It is 
odd that this should be so because, generally speaking, 
the appearance of radio and television sets is good. 
The scene was familiar. Masses of men, women and 
children giving up part of their precious holidays to 
stand or sit and stare at the screen they could have 
seen more comfortably at home. Hundreds of people 
queueing to see some screeching pop singer or other 
cathode-ray personality and the whole place covered 
in litter. The B.B.C. had an enormous display and 
was clearly having better fishing than I1.T.V. The 
Services, too, were doing well, though how they justified 
the expense I can’t think. The noise level rises each 
year, the lights get brighter and the name _ boards 
larger. As a spectacle this exhibition is a mess. 


A FURNITURE JUBILEE

HOME LIGHTING 


One does not have to be very much of a Peeping 
Tom to see from train or bus, or merely in walking, 
that the lighting arrangements in many homes are 
scarcely removed from the bare bulb on a string 
standard. Quite pleasant interiors are often ruined 
after dark by the bad choice and placing of light fit- 
tings. The Design Centre, in an exhibition, “Lighting 
Your Home”, from September 14 to November 7, is 
to show how easily bad lighting may be improved. Ten 
years ago there were very few good modern lighting 
fittings on the market, now there are so many to choose 
from that one is inclined to become neurotic and use 
a bare bulb on a string. 


THE USE OF LAND 


At the Town and Country Planning Summer School, 
recently held at Southampton University, Mr. Donald 
Clark, chief planning engineer of the Central Electri- 
city Generating Board, presented a paper on the impact 
of the power industry on town and country planning. 
It was only fair that this much-abused industry should 
have its say. What price is the public prepared to pay 
to preserve the beauty of what happens to be the most 
economical sites for necessary power stations? Judging 
by the usual public apathy, practically nothing. Unless 
the amenity watch-dogs kick up a devil of a fuss the 
public seems to take precious little interest in amenity. 
The power boys are in a difficult position. More and 
more electricity is required. To be economical, power 
stations must be very large. No river in this country 


can produce enough cooling water for the largest. In

addition, the present safety rules drastically limit the 
number of sites available for nuclear power stations, 
by laying down maximum figures for inhabitants 
living in the immediate neighbourhood. This last 
requirement automatically sends the prospectors to the 
wild beauty spots of the country, where although they 
sometimes win their battles they also sometimes lose, 
often spending a lot of money (our money). In answer 
to a comment made in the discussion which followed 
his paper, Mr. Clark said that it would greatly simplify 
his job if someone would assume the responsibility for 
saying that this or that area was completely out of the 
question. Mr. Clark also said that power stations had 
to be built somewhere and efforts to avoid “first-class 
amenity areas” could succeed only if approval were 
readily given for less controversial sites. 

It seems to me that the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government should take a much more active 
part in both helping the Ministry of Power to find 
suitable and acceptable sites and in preventing right 
from the beginning threats to places of outstanding 
natural beauty. Which reminds me that nothing has 
been heard for some time about the proposed nuclear 
power station at Newtown, on the Solent. I feel in 
this venture that no news may be bad news, although I 
see no more signs of site investigation. 


ALLEN & MILLS ON 
CURTAIN-WALLING AGAIN 


William Allen & Edward Mills’ notable cross-talk 
act on curtain-walling, first put on at the R.I.B.A. 
Conference at Torquay, in 1954, has been brought up 
to date and recorded with a coloured film-strip by the 
Building Centre. It makes a very good introduction 
to the subject. The recording is excellent but the 
quality of the pictures is not universally good. A 
great many photographs are shown as a background to 
the talk and only in rare instances are the pictures 
actually referred to. Since buildings from many 
countries are illustrated one cannot help trying to 
identify them and this leads to mental strain. Messrs. 
Allen & Mills know their stuff all right, but they hardly 
touch upon the technical side of curtain-walling prob- 
lems, except in passing. There is no doubt that this 
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technique of putting architecture across is admirable 
and capable of considerable development. The Building 
Centre has plans for several more such programmes, 
including one on the architecture of ancient Greece, 
with Sir John Emmerson as the speaker and photo- 
graphs by F. R. Yerbury and Basil Spence. The 
curtain-walling talk is available on loan, free to allied 
societies of the R.I.B.A. and schools of architecture 
and building.

WHEN IS ENAMEL? 


The Vitreous Enamel Development Council has 
made its first film, entitled: “It’s Glass”. The theme 
is that few people know the difference between paint, 
stoved-enamel and vitreous enamel, whereas there is 
all the difference in the world. The film is short and 
well photographed, it shows vitreous enamel in the 
house on pots and pans, and cookers, and refrigerators. 
It also shows the material being made, sprayed on and 
baked. The commentary keeps insisting that you can- 
not buy “enamel” in tins, when it really means vitreous 
enamel. The film ends with a sequence intended to 
underline this contention. This sequence involves a 
clearly labelled can of well-known paint and is, I under- 
stand, to be altered. I’m not surprised. There is next 
to nothing about the building applications of vitreous 
enamel, in the film, but the commentary, here as else- 
where, is, to my mind, slightly exaggerated in its claims. 
The film is intended for housewives and the point that 
“It’s glass” is clearly made. 

I was puzzled by the contention that you could not 
buy enamel in tins (I never supposed you could buy 
vitreous enamel in this way)so I reached for my Concise 
Oxford Dictionary. “Enamel, glass-like [my italics], 
Opaque or semi-transparent coating of metallic surface 
for ornament or as a protective lining. Any smooth. 
hard coating” [my italics again]. I think Vedac will 
have some explaining to do when the paint industry 
sees this film. 


THAT ARCH SAVED 


The arch at Stroud, Gloucestershire, which I wrote 
about last week, is not, it seems, to be demolished after 
all. One anonymous local resident has put up £500 and 
another £50 towards its renovation. The chairman of 
the Stroud U.D.C. has said that he thinks the arch is 
now saved. The council is to decide whether to adopt 
Mr Stanley Hamp’s scheme. Further offers of financial 
help would be welcomed. Well done, those public- 
spirited persons.

Architecture in Party Documents 


Two documents just issued by the Conservative Party 
and Labour Party offices indicate the Parties’ lines towards 
architecture and “the living arts”. The Conservative Party’s 
document, The Challenge of Leisure, is not an official 
Party pronouncement, but a contribution to discussion 
expressed by its nine authors, which include four M.P.s. 

On the subject of “the living arts”, the Conservative 
Party document says: “There is a growing awareness that 
the supremacy of British drama should be officially recog- 
nized by the erection of a National Theatre. A majestic 
site has been made available on the South Bank, which 
should be safeguarded by the decision that the National 
Theatre will be built there. 

“But a National Theatre is more than bricks and mortar. 
We regard the building itself as phase two of the opera- 
tion. Before it is built, we must have a living organization 

We think that such an organization is best created, 
in the British way, round something already in being which 
has proved its worth. This we find in the Old Vic.... We 
have in mind for it a subsidy comparable to that already 
given by the Arts Council to opera, but on a much smaller 
scale—something like £150,000 a year. This should be 
paid on a quinquennial basis. 

“With this aid we would charge the Old Vic to train 
the company which will form the backbone of the National 
Theatre when it is opened; to build up a theatre grid to 
bring the best in drama to the centres of provincial life ; 
and to carry the flag of British drama all over the world.” 

In the field of architecture and town planning, the 
document suggests these further points which call for 
special study: 

(a) Comprehensive review of planning machinery, with 
an eye especially to more extensive use of qualified archi- 
tectural advice at the right level. 

(b) With decentralization [planning] programmes near- 
ing completion, particular emphasis to be laid on the 
redevelopment of central urban areas, with proper archi- 
tectural control. 

(c) Review of the adequacy of the Historic Buildings 
Council’s grant. 

(d) Provision for preserving churches of historic value, 
which are no longer in use, possibly by a pound-for-pound 
contribution to the Historic Churches’ Preservation Trust. 


Looking About Us 


The Labour Party document, Leisure for Living, is a 


policy statement approved by the National Executive 
Committee for consideration at the Party’s annual confer- 
ence in October. On the subject of “the living arts’, the 
statement says: “A Government prepared to increase the 
present expenditure on the arts by three or four million 
pounds a year would be rendering an incalculable service 
to the community at a very small cost. Such a figure 
would suffice to cover the capital cost of building and 
modernization, where it is needed, as well as the requisite 
annual subsidies.” But in an article “Looking About Us,” 
the statement includes a section about architecture, some 
points from which are quoted below: 

“Public indifference, private avarice, and, in some places, 
municipal ignorance are largely responsible for the growth 
of what has been nicknamed ‘Subtopia’. . . 

“This partial waste of our post-war opportunities for 
proper replanning and rebuilding is particularly regret- 
table because the statutory powers that could ensure 
proper planning already exist. It would, however, be im- 
possible in an Act of Parliament to define an architecture 
that would worthily demonstrate the best modern materials 
and techniques, and the architectural profession, like others, 
often seems to be dominated by an ‘establishment’ of 
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elderly worthies, still designing buildings in the manner 
favoured in their youth, to whom powerful patrons, play- 
ing safe, are apt to turn when they have large commis- 
sions to hand out.” 

Of the three dispensers of patronage, Government, local 
authorities and industry, “local authorities have, on the 
whole, been by far the most courageous and forward-look- 
ing. The principal post-war achievements of British archi- 
tecture—the things that foreign architects want to see first 
when they come here—are some of the larger council 
housing estates, such as the L.C.C.’s Lansbury and Roe- 
hampton developments ; the New Towns, such as Harlow, 
Peterlee, and Stevenage; and, above all, perhaps, the 
schools built by such progressive local education authori- 
ties as the Essex, Hertfordshire, and London County 
Councils. 

“Of the other two main sources of architectural patron- 
age we cannot speak so highly . . . though architecture is 
no more susceptible of official directives than any other 
art—it is, nonetheless, as the most public of the arts, the 
one most likely to be influenced by good example. It is 
the job of the Government to set this example, and 
we intend to see that it is set more creditably in the future 
than it has been in the recent past, and that so many of 
our major new buildings shall no longer be so poor an 
advertisement for the quality of Britain’s ample archi- 
tectural talent. 

“But the principal offender is private industry—and 
here we cannot but remark that the conservatism and pre- 
tentiousness of many new office blocks in London and 
other cities are, we fear, symbolic of an attitude and 
temper of mind too prevalent at the higher levels of big 
business in Britain. As the architectural correspondent of 
The Times has observed, instancing particularly two blocks 
of offices: ‘It is puzzling how the heads of such under- 
takings can simultaneously apply two so different sets of 
values ; one to the products for which they are responsible, 
and another to the buildings they choose to inhabit’. 

“Strangest of all is the case of English Electric (who 
make superbly designed aircraft). A competition for their 
new offices on the Gaiety Theatre site was won by a firm 
of architects who submitted ‘forthright modern designs’— 
and the company rejected them all in favour of a dull, 
convential, and cumbersome design which will ruin 
the look of the Strand island site. 

“There are, of course, exceptions. Several breweries, 
for instance, have shown an enlightened interest in modern 
design for their pubs ; and the works, which are the actual 
scene of production, are often better than the administrative 
headquarters. But the general picture is depressing—most 
of all in the City of London, where the timidity and mean- 
ness of the City Fathers after the great fire of 1666 are 
echoed in our time in dozens of vast and characterless 
blocks that recall the satirical epitaph on Vanbrugh, the 
architect of Blenheim Palace: Lie heavy on him, earth, 
for he laid many a heavy load on thee.” 


Demand for Larger Homes 
T. & C.P.A’S Evidence 


Bigger houses and flats is the main recommendation 
made by the Town and Country Planning Association in 
its evidence to the special committee appointed by the 
Minister of Housing, Mr. Henry Brooke, to advise him 
on the standards of design and equipment of family 
dwellings. 

The Association say in their evidence: “Floor space is 
the most precious commodity in any dwelling. The highest 
priority should be given to securing an immediate and 
substantial improvement in floor space standards”, and that 
the space standards recommended in the Ministry's hand- 
book, Houses, 1953, “are much too low in houses and very 
much too low in flats”. 

The evidence also recommends: One garage (or car 
space) per dwelling ; bigger kitchens to hold washers, spin- 
driers, refrigerators, etc.; more use of central heating ; 
more fitted cupboards in bedrooms ; more generous circula- 
tion space in hall and passages; more space for storage 
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and for odd jobs, hobbies, etc. ; greater attention to privacy 
in back gardens ; minimum back garden depth of 60 feet ; 
minimum frontage width (two-bedroom houses only) of 
20 feet; minimum frontage width for larger houses of 25 
feet; better sound insulation between adjoining houses 
and flats; far more outdoor play space for children of all 
ages living in flats. 

The evidence in its final paragraph says: “It should 
become axiomatic that any four-person dwelling would 
have at least 900 sq ft, and a five-person dwelling at least 
1,050 sq ft. 


Low Cost Houses in the West Indies 


West Indians took all the prizes offered in the com- 
petition for the design of low cost houses in their area, 
which was sponsored by the Federal Government of the 
West Indies. The competition was envisaged as a means, 
not only of improving the design of low-cost houses, but 
also as an incentive to the production of houses more 
suited to the West Indian climate and customs than many 
now being adapted to the area. For this reason the com- 
petition was limited to qualified architects practising in 
the West Indies, to West Indian students engaged over- 
seas in architectural studies and to persons who had some 
experience in house designs with a housing authority in 
the West Indies for at least two years. Winner of the 
first prize was Ian Mair, from Antigua, the second prize 
was won by Gladstone F. Barker, of Barbados, and the 
third prize by K. C. M. Evelyn, of Trinidad. 


Housing Progress, July, 1959 


The Housing Summary presented to Parliament shows 
that the number of permanent houses completed in Great 
Britain during July was 24,193, compared with 23,569 in 
July, 1958. Of this total, 13,381 were houses completed 
by private builders; 10,812 were completed by public 
authorities. In the first seven months of 1959, 154,209 
permanent houses were completed, compared with 157,130 
in the same period of 1958. The number of new houses 
completed in Scotland in July was 2,409. This brings the 
total of completions in Scotland this year to 16,462, a 
decrease of 3,822, compared with the same period last 
year. 


The Late W. J. Wills 


Walter J. Wills, who, for nearly 30 years, was on the 
editorial staff of The Builder, died at Dorking on August 
27, at the age of 84. 

He was an authority on furniture and objets d'art. He 
came from his home town of Exeter to London, in 1898, 
as assistant to the late Maurice B. Adams, then editor of 
The Building News. Mr. Wills leaves a widow and a 
son, Mr. Paul Wills, of East Horsley. 


Twentieth National Conference of C.P.R.E. 


The twentieth National Conference of the C.P.R.E. will 
take place at Scarborough, from October 8 to 10. The 
subject matter will be “Town and Country—Some Matters 
of Moment”. The programme of events includes a talk 
on “Urbanization of Rural Roads”, by E. W. H. Vallis, 
lately county surveyor of Kent, a film entitled “The Trail 
of the Litter Lout”, presented by the author, P. A. Barnes, 
secretary of the Lancashire branch of the C.P.R.E., and a 
talk on “Trees in Town and Landscape”, by Sir Henry 
Beresford-Peirse, B.T., C.B., Deputy Director-General of 
the Forestry Commission. There will also be an informal 
discussion chaired by G. Langley-Taylor, chairman of 
the C.P.R.E, 
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Hon.-Fellow L.E.S. 


His Royal Highness The Duke of Edinburgh has 
expressed his interest in the extremely useful work being 
carried out by the Illuminating Engineering Society, and 
has accepted an invitation to become its first Honorary 
Fellow. This year is the Society’s Golden Jubilee. 


Law and Administration 


Tenancies and Premiums 


It has been the purpose of several enactments in recent 
years to stop the imposition of premiums upon the grant 
or transfer of tenancies. These premiums are very often 
an indirect method of avoiding the full impact of rent 
control. 

A further attempt to render premiums illegal has been 
enacted in the Landlord and Tenant (Furniture and 
Fittings) Act, 1959, which came into effect on August 29, 
1959. This Act, which was presented and guided through 
the House of Commons by Mr. W. Mawby, M_.P., 
is more drastic than any of its predecessors. The Act 
makes it an offence to offer furniture or fittings, in con- 
nection with the grant or renewal or transfer of certain 
tenancies, either 

(a) at a price which is known or ought to be known to 
be unreasonably high, or 

(b) without providing a detailed inventory of the furni- 
ture and fittings offered showing the price of each item. 

Anyone offending against these provisions is liable to a 
fine of up to £100. 

If a local authority has reasonable cause to believe that 
these provisions have been contravened, then they may 
authorize a representative to visit the premises involved 
and inspect the furniture and fittings there. If access to 
the local authority’s representative is refused, the magis- 
trates are given power to issue a warrant authorizing 
any one chosen by them to carry out the inspection. 


Unfit Houses 


The Town and Country Planning Act, 1959, has made 
certain changes, among other things, in the compensation 
payable when houses are declared to be unfit and subject 
to compulsory purchase. In consequence, certain forms 
prescribed under the Housing Act, 1957, require to be 
amended and this is done by The Housing (Prescribed 
Forms) (Amendment) Regulations, 1959, which came into 
effect on August 16, 1959. The effect of the new Regu- 
lations is to substitute new forms for those prescribed as 
Forms No. 32 and 33 by The Housing (Prescribed Forms) 
Regulations, 1957. 


Refusal of Planning Permission 


It sometimes happens that if planning permission to 
develop a site in a certain way is refused or granted 
subject to onerous conditions the owner finds that he has 
property on his hands of which he cannot make any 
reasonably beneficial use either in its present state, or by 
observing the conditions. In such circumstances he may 
serve a notice on the local authority, under Section 19 of 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947, requiring them 
to purchase the land. Over the years since 1947 various 
deficiences in the consequent procedure have become 
apparent. Opportunity has been taken to improve the 
position while enacting the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1959, by amending the provisions of the original 
Section 19 of the 1947 Act. The Section as amended has 
been set out in the 9th Schedule to the 1959 Act. 

The Ministry of Housing and Local Government have 
also taken the opportunity to tidy up and improve the 
administration of these purchase notices by issuing 
Circular 49/58. The Circular describes briefly the 
legislative changes and explains in detail the procedure to 
be adopted in future when handling these notices. This 
Circular cancels the earlier Circular 73 of 1949 which dealt 
with the same subject.

THe Queen’s Theatre was damaged 
during the air-raids in 1940 and, 
as a result, the entrance front had to 
be pulled down, leaving an audi- 
torium almost untouched. 

When considering rebuilding, it 
was clear that this existing work 
could not be scrapped, and in any 
new design this must be accepted as 
an underlying factor. In the new 
scheme, therefore, Edwardian decora- 
tion of the existing auditorium has 
been exploited to heighten the sense 
of make-believe. 


Seating is rearranged so that all © 


seats have a reasonable view of the 
stage. In accordance with modern 
practice, the stalls and pit have been 
combined, and also the gallery and 
upper circle. This made redundant 
some of the existing doors and stair- 
cases, which have been used to house 
boilers and mechanical plant. 

The stage is completely _ re- 
equipped. The electrical system, 
particularly, is advanced, with remote 
control from a console placed under- 
neath one of the boxes. This enables 
one man to control the most compli- 
cated lighting effects. 


The New Front 

When considering the front of the 
theatre, there were many discussions 
as to whether it should be done in a 
contemporary fashion or whether the 
Edwardian décor of the auditorium 
should be continued. It was felt 
strongly that no _ conscious style 
should be adopted, but that materials 
and methods of our day should be 
used to the best possible advantage 
to secure the special atmosphere 
proper to such a building. 


In the new Queen’s Theatre 
the auditorium is largely un- 
changed, see above. Extern- 
ally, a new entrance front has 
been added

THE 


The Exterior 


The upper part of the facade is 
designed primarily as a background 
to the usual theatre signs. There is 
a projecting rail at the top for sus- 
pending cradles and aluminium angles 
at intervals for fixing. Window 
frames are painted black and the 
panels are filled with purple and 
black ceramic mosaic. The canopy 
fascia is finished with translucent 
honey-coloured mosaic which is illu- 
minated at night. 

A hint of the Edwardian audi- 
torium is given by the theatre’s 
name in metal letters with filigree 
infilling on a brightly lit red plush 
background, and also the bronze 
push-plates on the doors which incor- 
porate masks, designed by Z. 
Bieniawski. 

The inside and outside are closely 
linked, and it is hoped that the bright 
lights within, and bright colour on 
the farthest wall of the foyer will 
give a welcoming atmosphere. 


Foyer 


Coming in from the street, the 
front part of the foyer is purposely 
kept low, with subdued colouring,

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thick carpet, and strongly absorbent 
acoustic ceiling. This zone of com- 
parative silence and subdued light is 
used purposely to make a break with 
the bright lights and noise of Shaftes- 
bury Avenue on one side and the 
sparkle of the chandelier decorating 
the staircase well on the other. At 
one end of this low front part of the 
foyer is a simple open coal fire, with 
brass surround, and a _ decorative 
clock. There are decorative wall 
hangings by John Drummond, and 
an exciting ribboned metal chan- 
delier, designed by John McCarthy. 
A wide, carpeted terrazzo stair takes 
one up easily to the level of the back 
of the dress circle. 

The entrance to the theatre was 
originally on the corner of Shaftesbury 
Avenue and Wardour Street. This 
corner entrance, combined with 
Baroque shapes, resulted in very 
cramped conditions. The new plan 
gives entrances from Shaftesbury 
Avenue and greatly increases the real 
space available. The effect has been 
made more spacious still by opening 
up the staircase to the first-floor level 
and leaving the well to the basement 
with one mirrored wall, so that people 
can be seen circulating at various 
levels.

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The Bars 


A dress circle bar has a continuous 
projecting bay window fronting on to 
Shaftesbury Avenue, with a wide ter- 
razzo_ sill with inset red_ velvet 
cushions. The interior can thus be 
seen before entering the theatre at all, 
and this bar can also serve as-a 
pleasant reception room, with all the 
lights of Shaftesbury Avenue as a 
backcloth. 

The upper circle bar is fitted into 
the structure of the circle and is thus 
curved on plan and tent-like in 
section. A continuous blue velvet seat 
runs the length of the curving wall 
opposite the bar, and a photo mural, 
by Colin Westwood, of Piccadilly 
Circus at night, set in a recess, turns 
the narrow end wall into a “trompe 
l'oeil”. Raking-steel beams of the 
ceiling and faceted plaster panels be- 
tween are made effective as decora- 
tion by concealed lighting behind the 
continuous seat. The only other light 
comes from the bar. Whereas the 
effect of the other two bars is pre- 
dominantly lush, this one is slightly 
astringent, with white walls and elm- 
boarded floor.

TEs project for CIBA Labora- 
tories Ltd. forms the first stage of 
an extensive development programme. 
Planned to provide for the manufac- 
ture and packaging of a large range 
of pharmaceutical tablets, the new 
buildings have a production capacity 
of 1,000 million tablets per annum. 
Two new buildings are involved: one 
for production and the second a 
boiler-house, both being planned for 
expansion. 





Production Building 


The production building is largely 
single storey and occupies an area of 
26,000 sq ft. This area is divided al- 
most equally between storage and pro- 
duction, and _ these sections are 
divided from one another by a 10ft 
wide corridor which runs the full 
length of the building. 

The main production area is divided 
into a number of compartments by 
aluminium-framed, demountable par- 
titions, glazed with clear glass to ceil- 
ing level, from a solid dado 4ft high. 
This treatment allows an_ uninter- 
rupted view through the whole area, 
imparting a feeling of airy spacious- 
ness. Storage areas have a ceiling 
height of 24ft and a clear width of 
60ft, designed to facilitate fork-lift 
truck operation. 

A number of openings along both 
sides of the separating corridor pro- 
vide trucking access between the two 
departments; automatic sliding, self- 
closing doors are fitted to each open- 
ing. 

The canteen has been designed as a 
general-purpose room and can be used 

. for film shows, and other recreational 
pursuits. 





















Boiler House 


The boiler-house, which also con- 
tains the water-treatment plant, has 
been designed to provide a clean and 
bright working environment in con- 
formity with the main building, and 
at the same time to reveal clearly its 
function. To facilitate the installa- 
tion of further package boilers or the 
removal of existing ones, the whole 
of the south-east wall, including the 
rolled-steel channel plinth, has been 
designed so that it can be demounted 
and reassembled by normal mainten- 
ance staff within a matter of hours.

Construction 


It was evident at the start of the 
programme that considerable pre- 
paratory site works would be required, 
and in order to save time, a separate 
site works contract was let so that the 
extensive ground-work could be 
carried out whilst designs for the 
building work were being finalized. 
As a result, all the roads, under- 
ground service ducts, drainage, and 
some excavations were complete by 
the time the general contractor had 
been appointed and was ready to 
start the main contract. This arrange- 
ment proved entirely satisfactory, due 
largely to the excellent co-operation 


between the two contractors con- 
cerned. Site works were begun in 
September, 1956, and completed in 


March, 1957, when the main con- 
tract started and was completed in 
February, 1958.

““¢)LIVE HOUSE” provides accom- 

modation for 100 single men. 
The site, which is part of the Marquess 
of Northampton’s estate, adjoins the 
Metropolitan Police housing in 
Canonbury Park North and South, 
which accommodates 109 policemen 
and their families. The scheme 
retains the maximum number of 
sound trees and also takes advantage 
of the Council's New River gardens 
which pass the site on the south 
frontage. Vehicular access is con- 
fined to Alwyne Road, pedestrian 
and cycle access only is allowed from 
Canonbury Park South. 


Accommodation 


Accommodation is divided into 
three elements. A first element con- 
sists of rooms for social functions 
and relaxation, that is, the canteen, 
billiards room, dining room, kitchen, 
lounge and library. The lounge can

accommodate 35 people in comfort, 
with french doors leading on to the 
terrace and internal gardens. Library 
and television room adjoin the lounge. 
The billiards room has two full-size 
billiards tables and a spectators’ dais 
for approximately 15 people. A small 
retail shop is included near to the 
entrance for the sale of goods and 
groceries to the residents of the near- 
by police married quarters. 

A second element consists of the 
gymnasium and cloakrooms. _ All 
cloakrooms and lavatories had to be 
at ground level as the sewer levels 
are too high to permit basement 
drainage. The gymnasium is a multi- 
purpose room available for various 
social functions. A_ portable ring, 
raised 9 in, can be utilized for boxing 
tournaments, and special ceiling light- 
ing points have been installed. The 
area is large enough for a badminton 
court and runbacks and sides. When 
used as a dance hall it can hold 275 
people, as a lecture or concert hall, 
it has a seating capacity of approxi- 
mately 250 people. 

A third element comprises the bed- 
room wings with access to uniform 
rooms in the basement. The main 
bedroom block provides 71 bedrooms, 
the small bedroom wing contains 29 
rooms. Both bedroom blocks are 
completely self-contained and either 
could be closed down without affect- 
ing the general function of the main 
section house. 


Construction 

The need for economy in the use 
of steel resulted in an R.C. frame with 
brick cladding for the three-storey 
block and gymnasium, the remainder 
being load-bearing brickwork con- 
struction. Gymnasium construction 
is pre-cast portal frame. 


Cost 

Estimated total cost per man £1,500. 
Total estimated cost £152,440. Con- 
tract sum £133,940, extra ground 
works and increased building costs not 
included.

speed, and the Ministry of Works 
therefore took exceptional measures 
to meet their wishes. The method 
adopted was to invite a limited num- 
ber of contractors to tender on the 
basis of preliminary sketch plans, to- 
gether with a schedule of rates. It 
was made a condition of contract 
that the selected contractor should ap- 
point responsible engineers to work 
with a joint D.S.I.R./M.o.W. design 
team in developing the plans. In this 
way it was possible to integrate de- 
sign team principles with the con- 
tractor’s methods, so _ achieving 
maximum efficiency during the actual 
construction. 

Work started on site in September, 
1957, and D.S.LR. commenced 
phased occupation in November, 
1958—some 14 months later. 


Laboratory 


The three-storey main laboratory is 
based on a 4ft module longitudin- 
ally. This module is expressed ele- 
vationally by vertical posts support- 
ing floors and roof, providing a 
simple repetitive motif in accord with 
the semi-industrial character of the 
building.

Internal posts, also corresponding 
with the 4ft module, are placed cen- 
trally along the length, the main 
spine corridor being positioned to 
one side of the central supports. The 
only solid internal walls are those of 
corridor and secondary staircases, 
all other partitioning being of light 
prefabricated construction for easy 
adaptability. 

All vertical posts are in reinforced 
concrete pre-cast in one length on 
site, and hoisted into position by 
crane. The posts are “shouldered” 
at connections with in situ floor and 
roof slabs, and are holed to allow 
threading of reinforcing bars. Floor 
and roof slabs are of the “plate” type, 
which presents a clear under-surface 
throughout. 

In-filling panels below windows are 
lightweight concrete faced with ex- 
posed stone aggregate. The windows 
themselves are steel-framed, double- 
glazed. 


Administration Block 


The administration block is of 
similar construction and design, ex- 
cept that windows to the ground-floor 
library are timber framed. This block 
also accommodates a lecture room, 
besides director’s suite, registry and 
clerical offices. 


Pilot-scale Buildings and 
Workshops 


The design of pilot-scale buildings 
is industrial in character; these blocks 
are planned in pairs for economy, 
though one half only of the mineral 
process laboratory has been built at 
present. Each unit consists of a main 
hall, 90ft by 35ft by 37ft 6in high, with 
lower bays along one flank and a 
small-scale laboratory unit forming 
the link with main block. Large folding 
doors to the side bays permit heavy 
plant to be easily handled in and out 
of the buildings. Construction is again 
of pre-cast concrete posts, carrying 
both the structure and travelling gan- 
try rails. Vertical cladding above 
protective walling consists of asbestos 
cement sheeting and patent glazing, 
whilst the roofs are of asbestos cement 
decking overlaid with bituminous felt. 
Insulation to vertical cladding is by 
means of foil-backed plasterboard. 

Workshops are steel framed with 
asbestos cement wall cladding above 
the 9ft protective brickwork. The 
boiler-house group is constructed with 
concrete frame and roof, brick end 
walls and side cladding of asbestos 
cement and patent glazing.

The Canteen 


The canteen serves full meals to 
industrial and non-industrial staff, and 
has also a small room to accommo- 
date those bringing their own light 
meals. The main dining room is fully 
glazed, and is arranged to take full 
advantage of a view over open fields 
to the south. 


Services 


An essential requirement was that 
a 24-hour supply of water, guaranteed 
as to quantity and pressure, should be 
available as a precaution against 
failure during continuously running 
experiments. This requirement is met 
by means of a high-level reservoir 
in reinforced concrete, the support- 
ing structure of which is designed 
integrally with the boiler flues. 

Service mains are distributed over 
the site in open splay-sided trenches, 
thus avoiding the expense of under- 
ground ducts and the unsightliness of 
overhead gantries. 


Cost 

The cost of the establishment, in- 
cluding buildings, services,. fixed 
laboratory fittings, library-book 
shelves, and all site works, is approxi- 
mately £630,000, equivalent to a rate 
per sq ft of £6 9s.

A review of the Ministry of Housing’s report for 1958 


JN 1958 the Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
approved loans to local authorities of sums exceeding 
£350 million; they authorized the expenditure by New 
Town Development Corporations of a further £22 million. 
Local authorities acquired during the year some 3,500 
acres of land under compulsory purchase orders con- 
firmed by the Ministry, after appropriate investigations. 
In the realm of housing, 55,000 dwellings were demolished 
as unfit or obsolete in pursuance of orders confirmed by 
the Minister. 156,000 people were rehoused under 
schemes which received Ministry approval. Local 
housing authorities built 117,000 new houses under 
arrangements sanctioned by the Ministry. The Minister 
presented to Parliament during the course of the year the 
new Town and Country Planning Bill, now an Act, which 
alters the whole basis of compensation payable where 
public authorities acquire land; the Act also makes a 
large number of minor alterations in the law, some of 
them consequent upon the recommendations made by the 
Franks Committee. 

As part of the continuing campaign for clean air 55 
smoke control orders received Ministerial confirmation, 
while in furtherance of the reorganization of water supplies 
throughout the country more than 150 orders were 
made by the Minister under the Water Acts. Ministry 
Inspectors held in the year 6,426 public inquiries into 
various matters the subject of Ministerial decision. These 
facts, which relate only to a limited number of the 
Ministry’s numerous functions, serve as a reminder that 
by any test the work of the Ministry is of great public 
importance and the manner in which its tasks are carried 
out is of concern to a large number of people. So it is 
right, therefore, that the Ministry’s annual report, which 
contains an account of its stewardship during the year, 
should be regarded as a document of the first importance. 

In general the report may be described as “the mixture 
as before”. It is 224 pages in length, of which some 132 
are text, the balance being devoted to appendices and 
tables containing statistical information intended to 
illustrate the text. 

There are three general criticisms to be made of the 
report. In the first place this is the only single document 
which contains a compendious account of those aspects of 
the department’s work which impinge closely upon life 
in many important ways. It is, therefore, a pity that the 
general introduction to the work should consist of only 
two pages and comprise a series of jottings upon one 
or two isolated matters. What is surely needed here 
is a review, which gives a general description of the way 
in which Ministry policies are working out in practice and 
which would describe the broad sweep and direction of 
the affairs with which the Ministry is concerned. Such 
an analysis is conspicuously lacking here, and has been 
lacking in all the reports produced since the time of the 
Progress Report in 1951. It is true that in the detailed 
description of individual subjects the report provides 
much useful and interesting material but even in the 
several chapters it is not always easy or even possible to 
judge how matters are developing in general terms. 

Partly this difficulty is attributable to the second criti- 
cism to be made of the report which relates, as usual, to 
the statistical information provided in the tables and 
appendices. This information is handled in a_ very 
amateur fashion and is incompetently put together. Many 
of the tables contain a great deal of detailed material 
but they are not so arranged as to afford an 
intelligible or effective review of the fields they purport 


to illustrate. Furthermore they sometimes almost seem to 
be arranged intentionally to prevent a comprehensive 
picture being obtained of the matter under review. 
For example, one of the appendices (p. 174) contains a 
table which purports to show a summary of compulsory 
purchase orders made during the year. This table gives 
the total of land acquired under various types of compul- 
sory purchase order and the table admits of a total, though 
this is not actually given in the table. However, this table 
does not include the compulsory purchase orders made 
under Part III of the Housing Act, and a footnote indicates 
that this information is to be found in another table. 
(Appendix X, Table E.) Upon reference to that other 
table it is at once discovered that the other table provides 
no details of acreages for Housing Act orders concerned; 
it is not, therefore, possible to obtain a complete picture 
of the amount of land acquired during the year. This is 
only one instance of many. The actual information men- 
tioned may not be of great moment, but if it is worth 
giving at all it is surely worth setting out the matter com- 
petently. Finally, though some of the tables provide totals 
and some provide percentages, a great many do neither. 


The third and last general criticism concerns the general 
supervision of the document. In a lengthy document such 
as this report, a guiding hand is needed if the document 
is to be readable and useful, a hand which will link 
together the various chapters and give some uniformity 
of style and treatment. If such a guiding hand is, in fact, 
at work, the evidence is hard to find. 


Despite these difficulties, however, the report does pro- 
vide a great deal of useful information and, on careful 
reading, sheds an interesting light upon the general trends 
affecting many important affairs with which both the 
Ministry and local authorities are concerned. There are, 
of course, too many topics contained in the report, some 
of which are of no direct interest to readers, to mention 
here more than a few. 


Housing 


Many interesting changes and developments have taken 
place during 1958 in the realm of housing. There 
has been a decline in the total number of dwellings 
built, but the most significant change in this connection 
has been that for the first time since the war the total 
number of houses built by private enterprise, in England 
and Wales, has exceeded the number built by public 
authorities in the same period. 


Private houses built during the year numbered 124,000, 
or over 1,000 more than in the previous year, while the 
number of houses completed by public authorities was 
117,000, nearly 30,000 less than the previous year. This 
tendency, which appears likely to continue in 1959, was, 
of course, largely brought about by the Government's 
own decision in the autumn of 1957 to slow down the 
amount of house building to be allowed by public authori- 
pe as part of the measures taken at that time to combat 
inflation. 


So far as costs are concerned there have been two 
interesting developments. It will be recalled that a few 
years ago the Government announced its intention to 
do all it could to stimulate the return of fixed-price 
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tendering. Last year saw an important increase in the 
number of housing schemes financed by local authorities 
for which contracts were let on fixed-price tenders. In 
1957, the proportion of such tenders was about 33 per 
cent. By the end of 1958 nearly 66 per cent of all tenders 
for house building which were approved by the Ministry 
were on a fixed-price basis. 


It is noteworthy that the second interesting develop- 
ment was that for the first time for a good many years 
the average price of a local authority three-bedroomed 
house showed a very slight fall over the same price for 
the previous year. The figures involved were £1,486 for 
1957 and £1,485 for 1958. 


What sizes of houses private enterprise were building 
was beyond the scope of this report, but some interesting 
trends in the size of local authority houses were reviewed. 
The tendency noted in 1957 for the number of one- 
bedroomed dwellings to increase was continued in a marked 
fashion during the year; of all the houses completed, 
during 1958, by local authorities, 18 per cent had only 
one bedroom, while the comparable figure for 1957 was 
13 per cent. The figures revealed by tenders, as distinct 
from completions during the same period, also showed 
a similar tendency. This increase in the number of one- 
bedroomed and other small houses was, no doubt, to 
some extent created by the Minister’s encouragement to 
local authorities to increase the provision of suitable 
accommodation for old people generally. But, as the 
report itself suggests, the tendency “reflected, too, a more 
general awareness of the fact than an increasing propor- 
tion of the population is over sixty”. 


Another feature noticed in local authority housing 
during the year was for a further increase in the propor- 
tion of flats. Flats comprised some 36 per cent of all 
dwellings built by local authorities during the year as 
against some 23 per cent in the previous year. The tender 
figures once again suggest that this proportion is likely 
to increase. It is also noticeable that multi-storey flats 
are forming an increasing proportion of the building total; 
multy-storey flats accounted for 11 per cent of all the 
houses built by local authorities as against some 8 per 
cent in the previous year. 


It is, perhaps, interesting to note, when considering 
these figures which show the change in composition of 
local authority housing estates, that during the year the 
department published a new manual entitled Flats and 
Houses, 1958—Design and Economy. This booklet 
recommended that housing authorities, when rebuilding 
the older parts of cities, should attempt to achieve a better 
mixture of houses, maisonnettes and high buildings than 
hitherto. The pamphlet indicated that much money could 
be saved in the field of building costs if estates did not 
include too many high flats. The pamphlet introduced 
methods for finding the maximum proportion of high 
buildings which is needed to achieve particular overall 
net densities. It also showed how comparative estimates 
of building costs could be made for estates containing 
dwellings of various sizes and buildings of different 
heights. A circular sent with the booklet also drew atten- 
tion to a newly-devised indicator for measuring the sun- 
light which could be received by windows of a building 
together with an explanation of London County Council’s 
code for means of escape in case of fire. 


A large number of the new houses built by local 
authorities last year were used to assist in slum clear- 
ance. The effort to clear slums maintained and even 
increased its momentum during the year: in all, some 
160,000 persons were rehoused. The Ministry notes that 
the total number of people rehoused during the first three 
years of the five-year clearance programme was more 
than 400,000. The Ministry make the comment that: 
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“Although there are still extensive slum areas to clear, 
notably in the large industrial cities, some authorities are 
now nearing the end of their clearance programme. Con- 
sidering the complexity of the operation, there has been 
remarkably little complaint or dissatisfaction.” 

Nevertheless during the year more criticisms have been 
voiced of the wholesale manner in which some areas are 
being cleared. 

One of the subjects which has caused some anxiety 
from time to time in the inquiries brought about by slum 
clearance orders has been the subject of well-maintained 
payments. 

It has often been felt that the Ministry might well talk 
a little less about the principles behind inquiries and say 
a little more about practical matters. In the housing 
section, at least, some useful remarks are made upon the 
standards to be applied in making well-maintained pay- 
ments for unfit houses subject to demolition or closing 
orders: 

“From time to time the department is asked by local 
authorities to give some guidance on the standards to be 
applied in making these payments. As houses vary so 
much in situation and character from one area to another, 
no rigid standards can be laid down for deciding whether 
a house merits a well-maintained payment. Broadly 
speaking, the first question to be asked is whether a 
reasonable attempt has been made over the last few years 
to maintain the structure in a sound and weatherproof 
condition. For example, some attempt should have been 
made to preserve the woodwork in good order and to 
keep the roof watertight; while repointing need not 
have been done recently, the walling should be reason- 
ably sound. Secondly, there should be some evidence 
that an effort has been made to maintain the house as a 
comfortable home and that the money spent on it goes 
some way beyond normal redecoration. Although the 
general condition of the whole house is the main test in 
deciding whether to make an award, the condition of either 
the inside or the outside may be sufficient reason for 
awarding a payment provided there is no serious defect 
elsewhere.” 


House-purchase Scheme 


The report devotes an unduly large amount of space 
to the Government’s house-purchase scheme, which was 
the subject of a Bill presented to Parliament during the 
year, now duly enacted. The purpose of the Act is to 
permit the lending of Exchequer money to building 
societies, which would undertake to give substantial mort- 
gage loans to purchasers of certain older houses. It also 
provided that grants should be available for the improve- 
ment of houses lacking baths, water-closets, hot-water 
systems or larders. It is too early yet to say how these 
provisions will work out in practice and, of course, no 
information is yet available upon their practical applica- 
tion. It may, however, be interesting to note in that con- 
nection that the figures for conversions and improvements 
under the existing grant system show that the number of 
properties converted or improved by these means decreased 
last year compared with the previous year. Some 34,000 
houses were converted in 1958 and 36,000 in 1957. The 
arrangements for grants for conversions and improvements 
have often been the subject of heavy criticism, and the 
figures show how well founded many of these comments 
are. 

The Minister has recently indicated that he is reviewing 
the whole question of building by-laws and the possibility 
of substituting a comprehensive general set of by-laws for 
the present system. This possibility gives added point to 
the report’s reference to the number of applications for 
the Minister’s consent to relax or dispense with by-law 
provisions in particular cases made under Section 63 of 
the Public Health Act, 1936. The Ministry described this 
as a “steady flow of applications”. The Minister gave 
consent to relax or dispense with by-law provisions in 349

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cases last year compared with 297 in 1956 and 250 in 
1957. The report says that the greatest number of these 
applications concerned by-laws governing space about 
buildings. Most of the applications were made to enable 
housing improvements, such as the addition of kitchens 
and bathrooms, to be carried out or for garages to be 
erected usually at the back of terrace houses with a street 
at the front and the back, or to enable other buildings 
such as outbuildings to be converted into dwellings. Of 
these 340 applications the Minister consented in 278 such 
cases because he considered the advantages of domestic 
or garage accommodation outweighed the disadvantages 
of reduced air space. 


The next largest group of applications concerned by-laws 
about fire resistance, and it appears these fell into two 
categories. In the first place, with large houses, of the 
Regency type particularly, it was found unreasonable to 
insist upon strict compliance with the fire resistance by-laws 
concerning walls separating flats or in regard to floors, 
columns and beams. Several local authorities were able, 
by obtaining the Minister’s consent to relaxation, to allow 
useful proposals to proceed. 


The last important point made in the Section dealing 
with housing relates to requisitioned houses. It will be 
recalled that the Requisitioned Houses and Housing 
(Amendment) Act, 1955, will terminate the power to 
retain the possession of requisitioned houses on 31 March, 
1960. The Minister reviews the progress of derequisition- 
ing and having given the figures to date states: 


“These figures show that in order to bring requisition- 
ing to an end by March 31, 1960, a great increase in the 
rate of release is required immediately by those local 
authorities which have many requisitioned houses.” 


Unfortunately, the Ministry neither here or elsewhere 
have yet made any convincing suggestions as to how the 
local authorities are to achieve their target by the time 
indicated. One interesting comment, however, is made 
in this connection. It will be recalled that local authori- 
ties are being encouraged to invite owners to accept the 
families who now live in requisitioned premises as their 
statutory tenants. This has not been a very popular 
method despite the fact that owners are also entitled to 
receive a lump sum payment as compensation for loss of 
vacant possession in addition to the normal compensation 
for damage and dilapidation during the requisitioning 
period. The report remarks, however, “there was a marked 
revival of interest in these arrangements after the Rent 
Act, 1957, came into force, and it is estimated that alto- 
gether about 26,000 families have now been taken over as 
statutory tenants by the owners”. 


It is just possible that now that the operation of the 
Rent Act has settled down this may considerably 
accelerate the derequisitioning process. But on the whole 
it seems rather unlikely. 


Planning 

By far the most interesting and novel feature of the 
report on town and country planning in this document 
is contained in Appendix 12. This appendix sets out an 
analysis of urban land use. The statistics which are 
there set out are based on an analysis of plans for seventy- 
nine county boroughs and 241 town map areas, together 
representing a population of some 24 million, some- 
what over half the total population of England and Wales. 
The main conclusion derived from this interesting and 
useful analysis, which is set out in some detail, is that the 
additional area of land, which would be brought into urban 
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use if the plans are put fully into effect, is likely to amount 
to some 500,000 acres for the whole country though it 
is noted that account has not been taken in compiling 
these figures of modifications which have been, or may 
be made by the Ministry in approving these plans. The 
report points out that the effect of such modifications 
normally is to reduce rather than to increase the area of 
land allocated for urban use, but it should also be borne 
in mind that all the evidence to date suggests that quite 
inadequate areas of land have been set aside in many 
counties for urban expansion. Time is likely to show that, 
in the Home Counties at least, the demand for residential 
sites has been grossly underestimated. 

Most of the balance of the Section devoted to planning 
is concerned with the cataloguing of a number of fairly 
routine and unremarkable matters. There are, however, 
a few points of interest. 

One of the most attractive of the Ministry's publica- 
tions during the year was Trees in Town and City. This 
was an illustrated technical manual which deals with 
the part that trees can play in civic design. The report 
gives a very fair account of this manual when it says: 

“It contains many illustrations showing how trees can 
contribute to the appearance of towns and cities, and it 
includes information about choice of species and the 
planning and maintenance of trees. Its purpose it to 
encourage the planting of trees not only in public places 
but in the grounds of industrial establishments, on hous- 
ing estates and in private gardens.” 

It it also pleasant to note that the report records the 
continued growth in the number of tree preservation 
orders submitted to the Minister for confirmation. Last 
year some 343 such orders were submitted to him as 
against 334 in 1957. 

“Considerable interest has been shown by the general 
public, both in active support of orders and also by its 
vigilance in encouraging authorities to make orders where 
trees are threatened or where some felling has taken 
place.” The Ministry also note that, of course, there 
are occasions when preservation of trees cannot be 
ordered, though on grounds of appearance this might 
seem desirable, either because they are required for proper 
forestry purposes or because disease or some other hazard 
makes it undesirable to retain them. 

The report chronicles steady progress in the develop- 
ment of the eight London new towns and the four pro- 
vincial new towns and notes that by the end of last year 
most of the development corporations had brought nearly 
all the land that they would need to complete their pro- 
gramme. By the end of the year nearly 67,000 houses had 
been completed in the new towns, some 2,187 of these by 
private builders. The Ministry estimated that the cor- 
porations were now left with some 40,000 houses still to 
build over and above the 7,000 which were under con- 
struction at the end of the year. Two special difficulties 
are noted about the future development of new towns. 
The first concerns the mixture of houses to be found in 
the towns: 

“Corporations have all along been alive to the danger 
that the new towns might become one class communities 
and have sought to provide some houses of better quality 
than the general run. To begin with, these houses were 
built, mostly to let, in small groups amongst the ordinary 
standard house. No difficulty was experienced at any 
time in letting them, but the inclusion of small groups 
of houses designed for people with different social back- 
ground was not universally popular and more recently 
the tendency has been to build middle-class houses in 
larger groups.” 

The most interesting approach to this problem, as has 
often been so in other matters, appears to have been 
taken by Crawley New Town which has sold land to 
builders for private house building; they have sold enough 
land for 1,500 houses; most of these had been built and 
occupied by the end of 1958. Special mention is made 
of the recreational and social life in new towns. It is 
attractive to note an official body for once admitting that 
everything in the garden is not perfect. Commenting on 
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the fact that there has been some criticism that new 
towns do not have the usual facilities for recreation, 
entertainment and social life, the Ministry say: 

“Admittediy more needs to be done. In this, as in 
other respects, the corporations and other authorities 
concerned were faced at the start with problems which 
were challenging as well as novel. It was a time for 
experiment and in retrospect some may say that imagina- 
tive new ideas were not given enough encouragement. 
Certainly it was not to be expected that all solutions 
adopted would prove successful. Some of the meeting 
halls proved too small for the expanding population; 
some are temporary buildings that will need to be 
replaced in due course; some proved inadequate to cope 
with the combined demand from both youth and adults. 
The development corporations have been keeping the 
position under close review and the department is con- 
sidering whether any further steps need to be taken, as 
the towns become larger and more mature and as the 
children grow up, to see that social, recreational and 
cultural needs are given more adequate scope for full 
development.” 

The Ministry also report that there have been a number 
of discussions during last year about the desirable size 
of new towns. These target sizes naturally vary a good 
deal depending on the function and location of the town. 
The report appears to suggest that the discussions so 
far have not resulted in any final or firm estimate being 
fixed for the majority of the towns. 

A further rise in the number of planning appeals made 
to the Minister is once again recorded. Last year the 
total was 7,499. Once again a so-called analysis is pro- 
vided of the appeals. This table shows that very much 
the same proportion of appeals allowed and dismissed are 
to be found in this year’s decisions as in last. The highest 
proportion of appeals allowed seems to relate to single 
houses in rural areas, flats, sub-standard dwellings and 
caravan sites, and the highest proportion of refusals seem 
to relate to petrol stations. Unfortunately it is not 
possible to learn very much from the table given on 
page 178 of the report because, like its predecessors, it is 
very haphazard in its arrangement, no percentages are 
given and it does not deal with all the appeals decided by 
the Ministry. Upon what basis, if any, the appeals 
included have been chosen is neither stated nor implied. 
The unhappy feature here is not that the Ministry conceal 
information from the public so much as the fact that 
they do not seem to have applied adequate thought to the 
matter themselves. 

An outstanding feature of the Section on planning 
appeals consists of an omission, namely, the absence of 
any suggestion that the time taken to deal with appeals 
has been decreasing. A number of abbreviated appeal 
decisions are set out in the pages of the report, and 
though these are interesting in themselves in some cases, 
they do not, with one exception, appear to illustrate any 
point of importance nor to relate to any of the problems 
which lie behind the great majority of appeals made to 
the Minister. The exception is a useful statement on the 
design of houses which appears on page 86. The local 
planning authority had objected to the development pro- 
posed because, among other things. they were opposed 
to terrace houses on principle. The Minister in his 
decision made it clear: 

“That he could not accept the argument that terrace 
houses as such were open to objections.” 


It seems a pity when planning appeals bulk so large 
as they do nowadays in the administration of planning 
matters generally and when they contribute so largely 
to the general impression conveyed to the public of 
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planning administration that a more lively and useful 
section on planning appeals could not be devised. Since 
the publication of this report a new Ministry publication, 
Selected Planning Decisions, has shown how pointless 
is the selection in this report. 

The most melancholy part of the report on planning 
is that which deals with town development schemes and 
the reception of overspill from big towns generally. Here, 
after all, is a problem of the first magnitude. Very large 
numbers of people must be rehoused from the big towns 
in England and Wales if planning is to proceed on the 
lines intended by the plans for these towns. It was with 
this in mind that the Town Development Act was passed 
in 1952. Some seven years after that Act has been 
passed the total effect of all efforts under the Act has 
resulted in the building throughout the country of some 
10,000 houses for overspill purposes under this Act; and 
this is the result of seven years’ work. The Ministry 
describes the position by saying that: 

“Town development schemes take time to mature.” 

Yet the Section on overspill problems is a great improve- 
ment on that given in last year’s document. This year’s 
statement is much clearer and very much better set out 
and the tables are easier to understand, though they still 
leave something to be desired. What is disappointing is 
the practical aspect of the matter. The Ministry sum up 
the position by saying: 

“Nevertheless, such schemes are now making a small 
but valuable contribution to the reception of overspill 
from London, the West Midlands and Bristol.” 

All the indications are, however, that unless the Minis- 
try is prepared to foster and encourage these schemes 
much more strongly than it has ever done before very 
little real contribution will be made to the problem with 
which these schemes are intended to deal. It also seems 
likely, on the present showing, that many of the estimates 
set out in the appropriate development plans will be 
falsified. All this, moreover, takes no account of another 
major problem which is not mentioned in the report. 


Green Belt Policies 


A good deal of space in the report is given to mention- 
ing the development of green belt policies both in London 
and elsewhere. This policy is a recognized part of con- 
temporary planning, but it is only half the story. The 
preservation of the green belts necessarily means that 
much housing demand cannot be met within those areas. 
As one example, the report observes that: 

“There was evidence of the effect of the Metropolitan 
green belt in the continual pressure for housing land in 
East Berkshire—particularly in the towns within daily 
reach of London.” 

If it be recognized, which it often is, that there is an 
urgent demand for housing land, then the natural corollary 
to the refusal to allow such development in the green belt 
must be the allocation of additional land to meet the 
demand in areas beyond the green belt. This, of course, 
must take its place alongside demand for areas for over- 
spill housing. The evidence available to date, however, 
suggests that while the green belt half of this policy is 
being pursued, no effective attempt is being made to 
provide adequate land to meet the “continual pressure” 
for housing land beyond the green belt. 

This year’s report contains only a short note upon 
the vexed subject of caravans. This is no doubt largely 
because the Minister has appointed Sir Arton Wilson, 
K.B.E., C.B., to conduct an investigation into the nature 
and extent of the problems which arise in connection with 
caravans used as residential accommodation, the under- 
lying causes of these problems and the views of those con- 
cerned. The report observes that: 

“The investigation was to be made into the facts and 
Sir Arton was not to be asked to make recommendations.

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The Government would reach conclusions on policy in 
the light of his report and consider whether amending 
legislation would be required.” 

Among the many orders made by the Ministry, some 
subject to inquiry and some not, the Ministry confirmed 
during the year 105 orders revoking or modifying plan- 
ning permission, 20 discontinuance orders and made 72 
directions under Article 4 of the General Development 
Order. 

The Government’s proposal to alter the basis of com- 
pensation for compulsory purchase was the subject of 
the Town and Country Planning Bill, tabled last year. 
This is now law. The Act is long and complex and is 
best treated as a separate subject on its own. The report 
wisely contents itself with explaining the basis of the Bill, 
and noting that it was given an unopposed Second Read- 
ing on November 13, 1958. 


Administrative Tribunals 

In 1958, a number of important steps were taken by the 
Ministry to put into effect some of the recommendations 
made by the Franks Committee. As a result of changes 
announced in Circular 9 and 51, last year, there have 
been important changes in the procedure both before, 
during and after inquiries. On the whole these new 
arrangements appear to have worked fairly satisfactorily. 
The only part of the changes which do not appear to be 
working well are those which require the local planning 
authorities to give a clear and comprehensive statement 
of their reasons for refusing permission, or imposing con- 
ditions on its grant, before the inquiry. Though in many 
cases these documents are issued it is rare to find that 
they give a clear picture of the local authority’s case. It 
has become evident in practice that the Ministry pay 
lip-service only to this aspect of the change in procedure. 
The most dramatic single change effected by the new 
rules has been the availability of the inspector’s report. 

“From February 27 [1958] to the end of the year, over 
1,500 copies of reports, relating to some 1,200 inquiries, 
were supplied on request to local planning authorities and 
appellants, and a smaller number to other persons who 
took part in planning inquiries. Few requests were made 
for copies of the reports in housing cases.” 

The figures thus given show that the new procedure has 
got off to a good start, but also suggest that not enough 
use is being made of the new facility to obtain copies 
of the inspector’s report. If the inquiry procedure is to 
be fully understood and Ministry policy also to be under- 
stood, it will almost invariably be desirable to have a 
copy of the inspector’s report at the end of an inquiry. 
The Ministry now make it a practice to set out the main 
recommendations the inspector has made in the decision 
letter, and when the Minister’s decision differs from the 
recommendations to give reasons. The Ministry state in 
the report that last year the decisions agreed with the 
inspector’s recommendations in about 95 per cent of the 
cases. 

The report also contains long sections on the effect of 
the mineral working provisions of the Town and Country 
Planning Acts, the gradual extensions of the Clean Air 
Act and its effect, and the new Local Government 
Commissions and the work they are intended to do, as 
well as local government finance generally. The latter 
subject also is related to this year’s special subject, which 
is the District Audit. A short history of the District Audit 
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system and a description of its work is given in an 
interesting chapter marred slightly by a certain smugness 
in the conclusion (p. 48) that all is perfect in that particu- 
lar world. 

Wales, once again, enjoys a separate account of its 
progress and problems, the most interesting passages 
being those which deal, a little briefly, with some of the 
more important planning decisions of national importance, 
such as those concerning the nuclear power station at 
Trawsfynydd and the ore stocking ground at Angle, Pem- 
brokeshire. Little is said, however, about some of the 
more unusual aspects of the inquiry into the Glamorgan 
(Area No. 2) development plan and its 20,000 objectors. 























Conclusion 

This year’s report, like its recent predecessors, contains 
a great deal of useful and interesting matter. For the 
reader the going is, perhaps, still rather hard. It can be no 
easy task to prepare and present an interesting survey 
which must cover so wide and various a range of subjects 
as this one does. There is, nevertheless, much that 
could be done to improve the report. The most urgent 
need is in the statistical field. Chesterton once said: 
“Tf a thing is worth doing, it’s worth doing badly.” Someone 
in the Ministry seems to have misapplied this comment 
to the production of the 190 pages of figures which are 
thought worthy of inclusion in the report. The other 
main need is of a guiding hand to vet and improve the 
final written document if there is not already one, and a 
better hand if there is. The Ministry, like all Government 
bodies, has need of good public relations, and a thoroughly 
readable annual report would be a valuable move in this 
direction and the result might seem a little less homespun.

@ The National Coal Board has 
issued a statement welcoming the 
decision of the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government to give coal 
burning furnaces fired by mechanical 
stokers, installed on or after Decem- 
ber 31, 1956, general exemption in 
smoke control areas under the Clean 
Air Act, 1956, and to ask local 
authorities to give individual exemp- 
tions in favour of those appliances 
installed before that date which are 
capable of working as smokelessly as 
those exempted by the order. Both 
exemptions will be conditional on 
proper installation, maintenance and 
operation, and on the use of suitable 
fuels. The Board states that since the 
introduction of the Act there has 
been considerable uncertainty about 
the use of bituminous coal in smoke 
control areas for fear of contravening 
the Act. The new order and circular 
to local authorities clarify the posi- 
tion by exempting or giving a clear 
lead on the exemption of coal-burn- 
ing furnaces fired by mechanical 
stokers in smoke control areas. In 
these conditions, coal can be burnt 
with as much freedom from smoke 
as any other fuel. The Board, for 
their part, will make available sup- 
plies of suitable coals for those 
appliances. Installations using pul- 
verized fuel, though not included in 
the order for general exemption, may 
be exempted by local authorities.
